Two gratilying papers were communicated to the
Virginia Legis'atare yesterday —a Message irom Goy.
Letcber, and a commupication from the President of
the Confederacy, giviog the sssursvcs that the army
will not leave Virginia until every means has been ex-
hausted in ber defence. Tle laoguage of the Fresident
is clear and emphatic.

We are proud of the spirit of our Governments, (‘on-
federate and State, relative to this gu:stion of holding
and defendiug this State to the last. The army will
not abandon the sacred soil of Virginia. That bas
been made the battle-ground, ard on that mos! the ene.
my establish his supericrity in far fisht belore it will
b: abacdoned to him. The evacustion of the ses-coast
poeitions and cities became a pecessity. ‘There was no
avoidiog it, in conscquence of the immense advaniage
enjcyed by the encmy in bis pessession of 1he entire na-
vy of the Upited States, acd the waterial and mechan-
ical skill for the rapid construction of iron¢'ad guo-
boa’s, while we had peitlrer a navy, nor the material
and the mechanieal force, to enable us to e mpete with
him in eny sense. It is true, we bed the Virginia ; bat,
beside ber, nothing. Her destruction, and the guestio: s
it involves, soggests matters of debate which sfford
peither satisfaction nor benefit wow 1o discass. Our in-
ability to meet the enemy on the water, as a general
question, was clear and indisputable, and the withdraw-
al from the sea unavoicdable.

Seceond to Virginia is the defence of thiz city, for
manifold reasons, and it is in keeping with the grpe al
purpcse of both governments that they shou'd resolve 1o
the uttermost to defend Richmond. All the means in
the power of the State snd tke (‘onfecderiey are pledg-
ed to this, and we may be sssured that the euvemy will
not be allowed to gratify the prominent d=<ire of his
heart, to hector and domineer over the inhabitants of
this far-famed and besutiiul {own, until every meaus is
exhausted.

The President nobly takes the stand, that though
Richmond should fall, there are a plenty of battls-ficlds
yet in Virginia to fight for the csu:c for twenly years
T'he gentiment is a8 truthful as patriotic.

It
would be giving up much more than Virginia. The
cause would be, indeed, itsell well nigh surrendered in
that event.

Gon. Jurkson’s Victory.
Gen, Stonewall Juckson bas schieved a great victory

over the Yankee Geueral Miliroy. We gather (rom gur
exchanges the following encouraging reports ;

Thie Lynchburg Viginian of Wednesdoy, says :
Intelligence was received from Juckson'sarmy yester-
day, by telegragh, to the ¢flvet that Jackson had s car-

ed the passes of the Choat Mountain, end bad loress at

Frapklin, Pendleton ccunty, whereby the encmy's re-
treat bad been cut off. ‘lhey are represcuted as beiog
in the most deplorable condition, utterly broken up,
having thrown away their arms and are wandering about
the mountaing without ¢ither food or arms. It 18 said
that some five hundred of them were captured on Mon-
day. Large quantitics of awmuanpition tuken from the
enemy have been sent by Jachson to Staunton. A more
utter discomfi'ure never happened to any army than
that which bas overtaken Millroy's forces.

The Republican of same date Las the following
The news from General Jacksow's command s glori-
ous. Afer deleating Miliroy at MeDowl.'s the other
day, he pushed on in pursuit, and hus succeeded w rount-
inz and dispersing the whole Yaokee srmy. His eav-
alry has gotien possrssion of Frauklin, the county scat
of Pendetop, sud also of a gap in Chest Mountain, 80
that the enemy’s retreat is thougit to be «ffsclally cut
cff. He hus captared all their urms, stores aod provige
ions, and ecattered tleir men through the monatwins in
a starving condition. On Hitarday. be took 500 prie-
oners at one haul, and is picking them up at ¢ 2ry wra
of the wood. It is corfidently believed that old Stone-
wall will bag the whole of M:liroy’s army. This infor-
m:tion bas reached us by private telegrams and letlers,
which leave no doubt of its correctness. '
TLe Richinond Ezamucer of yesterday, saya:
Our guerrilla oands in Northwestern Vi ginia have
Lecn doing good work. ‘Uhey made, a few diys sines, a
descent on Sumwerviile, the coonty seat of Nicholus
county, drove oul the Yarkees, tskiog a namber of
prizoners snd capluring their baggage aud stores.
I'bey then surronvd-d the town of Suttousville, the
county seat of Braxton county. ‘The Yauvkees sent out
a flag of truce ard surrendered uoconditionully. The
guerrilias tock 142 priseners enl all their stores and
bagvage.
Our men then followed up and took the evemy's
strongheld on Cheat Moantaiu, captoring & numt r of
prisoners, together with sll the bagaage, and pu' the
remaioder of the Federal fores to flighit. These latter
were met by Millroy’s Federal army, who, foliwed Ly
Jackson, were on their way to Cheat Mountan, sod
repurted that locslity to be cecupied by ten thoasaud
desperadoes. Miliroy 1hersupon stopped, and was at-
tecked by General Jachson, who captured all his traius

She preceeded a wile or 8o down the river,
wheo she was ran into shallow water and souk, to suve
her from total destruction by fire,
A ghot from one of our rifled guns cut a small boat
